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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Appeal Brief 

1 . Applicant's appeal brief filed on 03/22/2005 has been received and entered in the case. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the prior art rejections mailed on 10/24/2003 have been 
fully considered and found persuasive, as such; the prior art rejections have been withdrawn. 
Therefore the case is found to be in allowance condition for the reasons as set for below. 



REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest an integrated circuit (16 in instant 
Fig. 5), comprising an activation circuit (40) to determine whether a supply voltage (Vcc) 
reaches a predetermined level; a pulse generator (54) to generate pulses to indicate that a supply 
voltage is ramping up and to terminate the generation of the pulses after the supply voltage 
reaches the predetermined level; and specifically the limitation directed to the activation circuit 
(shown in detailed as 40a & 40b in instant Figs. 7-8) including an inverter (64a) coupled to the 
gate of a load transistor (66a), a second transistor (68) coupled to the load transistor and a third 
transistor (70a) coupled between the load transistor and the second transistor; a feedback path 
(55) to provide an output of the pulse generator to the activation circuit, wherein the activation 
circuit to latch a high signal in response to a low signal on the feedback path for latching the 
pulse generator into deactivated states (see specification pages 10-11).
